Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 12-19 and 21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the recitation 
of a system for assembly between a first sheet of glass including a first hole with 
countersunk surfaces on each of its sides and a second sheet of glass including a 
second hole with countersunk surfaces on each of its sides comprising a first 
connecting piece in the first hole, the first connecting piece being made of two elements 
and having a bore and further having conical surfaces that mate with the countersunk 
surfaces of the first hole, a second connecting piece in the second hole, the second 
connecting piece being made of two elements and having a bore and further having 
conical surfaces that mate with the countersunk surfaces of the second hole is seen as 
an unobvious improvement over the art of record.
